The second is, that there 
is something due o locality. By 
this I mean in general terms that a road owes 
something to the city in which its interests are 
centred, and to the section through which it 
passes. I know that the m st searching ecrutl- 
ny of wy lite will not dieciose an act that was 
not based on one of these principies—and they 
are both founded ip justice.“
